The day’s debate was begun by Wil­ 
son of Minnesota, who sup p orted the bill. 
He characterized tho treasury surp lus as de­ 
moralizing in the extreme, comp ared tho at 
titude of the two great p arties on the ques­ 
tion of the tariff, saying the Rep ublicans op ­ 
p osed reduction of taxes on necessaries, but 
favored such reductions on wealth, while 
the Democrats, excep t a few from p rotec­ 
tion strongholds, favored taking the burdens 
from necessities, and op p osed taking them 
from wealth. 
He denounced the p rotective 
system, and claimed that p rotection did not 
exclude Europ ean manufactures from our 
markets, but did exclude our manufactures 
from the markets of the world. 
Eighty or 
90 p er p ent, of our manufactures must of 
necessity be retained here, tan If or 
no 
tariff. 
McComas of l^p ryl&nd said that if there 
was any article of common use which our 
farmers could not p rofitably grow, or our 
miners or workmen p roduce, that was not al 
ready on the free list, he would vote to p ut it 
on. He favored the abolition of the internal 
revenue system and a reduction of the tariff 
on sugar to a minimum, yielding revenue 
enough to p ay bounties to home p roducers of 
sugar. 
Free foreign trade might enrich the 
Mugwump imp orters of New York or Boston, 
but it was home p roduction and consump tion 
that enriched the fanner. 
The necessities of 
life were never so cheap and p lentiful as to­ 
day, but the p oor man’s wages were lowest in 
the sftites where the greater number of 
the 
sup p orters 
of the 
Mills 
bill hail 
from. Free trade cheap ens a few things 
the workingman consumed, but also cheap ened 
everything he p roduced. 
Protection raised 
tlie p rice of a few things the workingman 
consumed, but raised the p rice of everything 
he p roduced, and higher wages for what ho 
p roduced meant a higher standard for life, 
for home, for wife and children. 
Lunham of Texas sp oke in favor of the 
bill. He could not understand how any Dem­ 
ocrat could op p ose the measure. 
His criti­ 
cism of it was that it was too p rotective. 
Allen of Massachusetts op p osed tho bill. 
Regarded as a device for reducing revenue, 
it was inadequate and a failure. 
It would 
not only not reduce tho revenue, but would 
increase it. * 
Caruth of Kentucky followed with a sp eech 
in sup p ort of the bill. 
The p rotective tariff 
he characterized as a most insidious enemy 
that, while it p retended to l>o giving the 
country p rotection, was in reality stealing 
and destroying its life. 
The south had found 
that the liberation of its slaves was tho com­ 
mencement of its greatness, and so tho north 
would find that the adop tion of a revenue 
tariff would awaken her energies, add new 
to cverv
